Olerk Beatty read a long communi-

the money unlawfully and refused to 
use it for the purpose for which it had 
been raised and he (Anderson) had 
been compelled to make some payments 
out of his own pocket. Finally Viok- 
ers had paid the money over to Henri- 
etta Justice, who now held it.

"To the Honorable Board of Educa- 


tion. 
"Gentlemen:—In conformity with 


an order from the board of education, 
dated August 30, 1807, signed by the 
president and secretary, appointing me 
as acting superintendent of schools, I 
called upon Dr. Thos. Vickers at the 
superintendent's office on the 1st day 
of September and demanded of 
him 


possession of said office. I received, the 
following refusal in writing: 


"'Portsmouth O., Sept. 1, 1897. 
" 'Prof. J. I. Hudson, Principal of the 


Portsmouth High School. 
" 'Dear Sir:—I hereby acknowledge 


the demand made by you upon rae to 
relinquish the office of the superin- 
tendent of schools of this city, and in 
reply thereto respectfully decline to 
accede to said demand, on the ground 
that whatever may be my tifcle to hold 
said office I am de facto (and aa I and 
my attorneys think, de jure) in posses- 
sion of it, and the board of education 
has under the law but one method of 
proceeding to inquire by what right I 
assume to hold the office and to per- 
form its duties. 
Respectfully, 
" 'THOS. VIOKERS, 


"'Superintendent of Schools." 


"While I stand ready to obey the in- 


structions of the board of education, I 
believe that I have performed my 
whole duty under the order, and re- 
spectfully ask that I j^be relieved from 
further responsibility in this matter 
until the question of the right of 
possession is permanently settled. 
Re- 


spectfully submitted, 


"J. I. HUDSON." 


Mr. Doty at once jumped to his feet 


and moved that the communication be 
received and spread on the minutes 


and that J. I. Hudson, principal of the 
High 
Rohool, be excused from any 


farther action in the matter of the 
Buperintendenoy of the schools, and the 
clerk of the board be instructed to 
withdraw at once from publication the 
notice to teachers and, pupils, and the 
superintendent, Mr. Vickere, be, and 
hereby 
is, authorized to open the 


schools in accordance with the rales of 
the board. 


Mr. Dawson began fighting for delay. 


He was indulging in the vain hope that 
Knowles might loom up in the dis- 
tance. Mr. Doty's motion was de- 
clared out of order, und a motion of 
Mr. Dawson to receive and file the re- 
port carried. 


Mr Doty again pat the latter part 


of his motion before the house and 
President Ives ruled him out of order 
at that time. 
Mr. Doty appealed to 


the board and the chair Jwas overruled 
by a vote of 7 to 6. 
Mr. Goltz voted 


with the Viokers crowd. 
He seems, 


after much moving about, to have dis- 
covered "where he is at" at last. 


Mr. Doty's motion was then passed 


by a \ote of 7 to 6 
The ayes were 


Bannon, Doty, Goltz, Knorr, Lynn, 
Rhodes and Royse, and the nays were 
Olarn, Dawson, Kline, MoAIeer, Pur- 
sell and Ives. 


The schedule, amounting to $4,526.- 


56, was read and allowed. Mr. Lynn 
made an objection to a painting bill 
for §167. 
The board had been told 


that there was only a little $30 paint- 
ing contract, and yet here bills amount- 
ing to almost $300 had acme in. What 
did it mean? 
Was that painting never 


going to stop? "There is quite a 
difference between $30 and $800," 
said Mr. Lynn. Mr. MjAleer, who had 
the matter in charge, sat as still and 
quiet as a little m >nae. 
He had not a 


word to say in his own defense. 
Mr. 


Clare undertook to smooth matters 
over for him, but Lynn kept wanting 
to know when these painting bills were 
to quit coming in. Finally, the reluct- 
ant Mr. MoAIeer waa forced to his feet 
and admitted that the painting was 
"about done." 


The treasurer reported he had re- 


ceived about $15,200 from the treas- 
urer. 
After paying bills there was 


about $8,000 on hands to last until De- 
cember 20th. 


The oomruittee on building and re- 


pairs was instructed to receive bids for 
digging a new vault and building a 
fence 
about the Davis property, on 


motion of Mr. Doty. 


President Ives said he understood 


one member of the building and repair 
committee had declined to serve, but 
that member had not been courteous 
enough to inform the chair of the fact. 


Mr. Royse. the member alluded to, 


jumped to his feet in a hurry. He 
said he had reasons for his actions. 
He had served as chairman of the com- 
mittee for a year, and when the new 
president had turned him down from 
the head of the committee to the foot, 
he supposed his work had not been sat- 
isfactory and he was not 
wanted. 


Anyway, even if he had been willing 
to serve, he had never been asked to 
serve on the committee. The chairman 
had never consulted him in a single in- 
stance or asked him to attend a meet- 
ing. 


It was decided to open the schools 


Tuesday, September 7th, and dismiss 
all day Wednesday, so the children 
could attend the fair on that day. The 
board then adjourned.

Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, when asked why 
he and other trade unionists did not 
attend the convention held in St. Lou- 
is on last Monday and Tuesday, said: 
"In regard to the convention held last 
Monday at St. Louis I have been p]a«?d 
!n a most peculiar position. The call 
for the convention contained my name 
as officially 
indorsing it 
This was 


certainly a 
mistake in the first in- 


stance. 


"It was placed there by Mr. Ratch- 


ford under the impression that, know- 
ing my intense sympathy with the 
miners In their Just struggle, I would 
go any lengths In order to help them 
to success; but my name was placed 
there and 
the 
official 
indorsement 


given to it without my knowledge or 
consent. 


"As you will see, the ca.ll was Issued 


to 'organized labor, its various divi- 
sions and subdivisions, and to ali re- 
form, social, educational and scientific 
bodies who condemn government by 
injunction.' 


"Under this call any body of men 


who are opposed to government by in- 
junction would be entitled to a seat in 
the convention. In other words, per- 
sons entirely remote from and having 
no connection 
with the labor move- 


•mentcould have been In attendance and 
by overwhelming numbers directed the 
course, mapped out the 
policy and 


dominated the trade union movement. 


"I shall say nothing in criticism of 


the action of the St. Louis convention, 
and I did not say anything earlier be- 
cause I did not wish to interfere with 
the program it mapped out, not even 
Its appeal for a contribution of this 
day's -wages, and I am glad that what 
I now say will not appear until after 
the result of this appeal has been act- 
ed upon. 


"I do know that the trade unionists 


of the country have responded most 
liberally in behalf of the miners; they 
are doing so now, and will continue to 
do so on this line in order to help the 
miners win. So far as I am concerned 
I have not lost one jot of interest. On 
the contrary, if possible, I am more 
Intensely interested in having the min- 
ers win. As in the beginning, I stand 
ready to follow tMr. Ratchford's lead 
in this strike in everything except to 
place the destinies of our movement 
in the hands of persons representing 
'reform, social, educational and scien- 
tific,' or other bodies who are simply 
agreed in their opposition to govern- 
ment by injunction."

Lewiston, Me., Sept. 4.—According to 


the Lewistou Evening Journal, Hon. 
Nelson Dinglcy's paper, the originators 
of section 22 of the tariff law did not 
intend it to affect the bonding privilege 
under which foreign merchandise can 
be shipped and 
forwarded 
through 


Canada. The Journal editorially says 
of section 22: 


"The controversy which has arisen 


over section 22 has come entirely over 
two amendments, one having been 
made by the senate and the other by 
the conference. The section as framed 
)y the ways and means committee and 
passed by the house was the same as 
iu all previous tariffs, and if it had 
not been amended 
after it left the 


house no question could have arisen 
respecting it. 


The senate amendment to section 22 


amended the house section by striking 
out the words 'or any act of congress' 
in the conditional clause, which is the 
modification 
of importance that 
is 


causing the controversy. 


"Many papers in commenting on the 


section assume that the conferees in- 
serted this amendment and proceeded 
to comment on what they call a 'trick 
in the dark,' etc. 
The fact is, how- 


ever, that this amendment was adopted 
in open senate. 


"The other amendment it now seems, 


was adopted by the conferees simply to 
prevent an evasion of the section by 
the landing of foreign merchandise in 
Canada by vessels not entitled to equal 
privileges in our ports, then shipping 
it to the United States, and was not 
intended or understood to affect the 
bonding priviledge under which for- 
eign merchandise can be continuously
